LONDON, Feb.

Air Force squadrons, bombing Ger- j 
many and Italy in a double-barrel­ 
ed assault, attacked the Rhineland ] 
city of Cologne and the Italian ar-)

The naval base of Spez.ia, on I t ­ 
aly’s west coaat IOO miles south of 
Milan, also was attacked by B rit­ 
ish bombers. 
It was Spezia’s second raid of 
the war. 
The first was made the 
night of Feb. 4
